SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY COLLEGE 

In 1953 the college first opened its doors as the 
J. P. Shclton Trade School with a total of 300 
students and 16 faculty members. This original 
campus of the college eventually became Shelton 
State Technical College. 

In January 1979 a resolution by the Alabama State 
Board of Education combined Shelton State Technical 
College and the Tuscaloosa branch campus of Brewer 
State Junior College which had been in operation since 
1972. In 1980 the Alabama State Fire College was 
made a unit of Shelton State Community College, and 
in 1988 the state legislature combined the operation of 
the Fire College with the Firefighters' Personnel 
Standards and Fxiucation Commission. 

The consolidation of Shelton State Community 
College with C. A. Fredd State Technical College 
occurred in 1 994. The new institution created by the 
consolidation retained the name of Shelton State 
Community College, and the president of Shelton State 
was named president of the consolidated institution. 

In 1990 Shelton received funds from the 
legislature to purchase 170 acres for a new campus 
site. In October 1994, ground was broken on 
Shelton State's new $47 million campus located in 
south Tuscaloosa County. Phase I of the construc- 
tion project was completed in June 1996. The rest 
of the campus was finished in the fall of 1 997 and 
the official dedication was held in October of that 
year. Sheltons new theatre complex was completed 
and dedicated in the fall of 1998. 



Today, Shelton State Community College is one 
of the largest two year colleges in the state. 
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
